One man 
named Hoyt was skipped altogether. I 
have no doubt that the figures are incorrect.

William Hudson Harper said: The popu- 
lation of Evanston; has been estimated at 
26,000. This estimate was made a year ago 
and I believe it was correct.

The 
reports at neither the roundhouse nor the 
offices of the master of freight trains of the 
Chicago and Alton showed what had hap- 
pened to the fireman on 305, save that he had 
disappeared from the train at Dwight on 
July 6. 

Bowen is of good habits, so far as his fel- 
low-railroad men know or have ever heard. 
He had worked steadily from the first day of 
his employment by the Chicago and Alton 
up to the time of his mysterious flight. A 
singular coincidence in connection with the 
Bowen case is that he was put on as fireman 
by Engineer Chris Jackson on locomotive 
No. 406 because the latter engine had lost 
its fireman, the latter having been taken 
sick near Joliet and left the train. Jackson's 
former fireman has not yet returned to his 
post or sought work at the Chicago and 
Alton yards. His case was one for which 
the heat was plainly responsible.

PRINCE CHING ATTACKS REBELS 


Leader of Counter Revolution in China 
Moves on Boxers in Pekin—Diplo- 
mats Reported Safe. 


BRUSSELS, July 8—A dispatch from 
Shanghai received here says that, accord- 
ing to a high Chinese official, the two lega- 
tions, which were still holding out on July 
2, were the object of incessant attacks. 
There had been some losses among the 
troops guarding the legations, but the diplo- 
mats were safe. ‘ 

The dispatch also says the loyal troops 
under Prince Ching, who is heading a 
counter revolution, had attacked the rebels 
in Pekin. 

The Governor of Shang Tung, according 
to the same authority, is reported to have 
declined to obey Prince Tuan’s orders to 
seize Nankin. 

Further dispatches from Shanghai say the 
legations were holding out on July 3, that 
the rebels had been repuised with a loss of 
2,000, and that the Boxers were discouraged. 
They also report that a Chinese journal con- 
firms the announcement of Prince Ching’s 
counter revolution in Pekin. 


OPPOSED TO LANDING JAPANESE 


Russian, French, andGerman Admirals 
Averse to Their Going in 
Advance. 


LONDON, July 9.—The Shanghai corre-

says: The Russian, French, and German 
Admirals have had a long conference. They 
expressed themselves as averse to seeing 
a large Japanese force landed in China in 
advance of the other powers. 


Attitude of German Press. 


BERLIN, July 8—The Volks Zeitung’s 
St. Petersburg correspondence notes the con- 
flicting views existing there regarding the 
Chinese situation. The Czar and Count 
Lambidorf, acting Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs; are asserted to be sincerely trying 
to avoid a division of China and are con- 
vinced of Germany's powerful support of this 
policy, but the highest political society, par- 
ticularly naval men, are bitter against Ger- 
many, remembering how Russia, at the Ber- 
lin congress, was outmaneuvered by Ger- 
many. Hence their policy now is that Rus- 
sia should keep the rifie in hand until the 
other powers embroil themselves in China, 
and should then step in and secure the lion's 
share as a reward for her neutrality. 

The Kreuz Zeitung makes a strong asser- 
tion regarding European solidarity in China, 
if the worst should happen at Pekin. It 
says: 

“All nations of Europe feel the same sor- 
row and were equally insulted, and they will 
therefore stand together and demand expia- 
tion.“

There is some anxiety on the part of the 
officials today over the absence of news 
from the Ninth Infantry, which was due at 
Taku several days ago. This anxiety ig 
greater when it is remembered this is the 
season of typheons in Chinese waters. 
There is no alarm, however, over the delay, 


telegraphic facilities. 

It is the prevailing opinion among officials 
and diplomats that if anything is accem- 
plished expeditiously in the way of quelling 
the disturbance in China it must be dene 
through Japan. 
Russia has yet given the answer Japan 
wanted, or that Germany or France has 
done so. What Japan wanted was the man- 
date of the powers to act in their behalf as 
well as her own in quelling the disturbance 
in China. This involves the moral and finan- 
cial support of the powers. 

What Russia gave was simply the assur 
‘ance that it would not oppose Japan in 


restore order. This is an altogether different 
matter from authorizing Japan to act with 
the assurance that the powers would ses 
that Japan was properly reimbursed for its 
expenditures and the loss of life to its peo- 
ple. The German assurance is said to have 
been similar to that of Russia. 

A well-informed diplomat said today that 
only England and the United States had 
given Japan the assurance wanted. Japan 
has no missionaries in China, and has less 
interest than any other power in suppressing 
the disturbance. Japan cannot be expected 
to do practically all the work without get: 
ting reimbursed to a proper ‘extent by the 
powers which would profit the most by 
the resteration of order. The long delay on 
the part of Russia is, according to this prom- 
inent diplomat, the sole reason why Japan 
did not land & sufficient number of troops 
long ago to have reached Pekin. 7 


Russia Has Other Troubles. 

It ia not belleved Russia will be able to 
spare a large number of troops to march on 
Pekin. There are already reports of trouble 
in Manchuria, and as the insurrection, if 
such it can be called, is extended it is cers 
tain that without a quick and severe reverse 
to the Chinese Manchuria will be ablase, as 
the Boxer element is strong in that proves. 
Russia will need her troops to protect her 
property and interests in Manchuria. Re-

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NEW GHARTERPOREATAN 


DOCUMENT GIVES BROAD POWER 
THE OFFICIALS. 


Will Go Into Effect Immediately After 
Publication, Which Will Be This 
Week—Cubans Pleased to See the 
Troops Withdrawing, Taking It to 
Mean That the United States Govern- 


ment Trusts the Islanders to Keep 


the Peace. 

HAVANA, July 8.—The new charter of the 
City of Havana will go into effect immedi- 
ately after its publication, which will be 
made this week. The powers of the recently 
elected officials are thereby greatly in- 

The city will have control of all matters 

within its boundary, particularly the estab- 
lishment and regulation of the city adminis- 
tration, the adoption of measures relating 
to the use, arrangement, and ornamentation 
of public ways, the comfort and health of 
the iff_habitants, the promotion of their ma- 
terial and moral interests, and the security 
of their persons and property. 
The charter gives the new officials au- 
thority as to the closing, opening, align- 
ment, widening, grading, and cleaning of 
streets, squares, parks, and every class of 
public ways, their use by persons, animals, 
vehicles, etc., their occupation by pillars, 
rails, pipes, and other objects, and their 
paving, lighting, and sewerage. — 

It also gives them charge of the supply and 
distribution of water to parkways, streets, 
bathing establishments, laundries, fount- 
ains, and troughs, and of the markets, 
slaughter-houses, institutions of instruction 
and charity, prisons, and the local reform- 
atory. 

Broad Powers Are Given. 

The officials are also given supervision ef 
the sanitary and hygienic service and of 
amusements and public meetings, the use of 
and the maintenance of good order upon 
public ways. 

This covers such matters as the display of 
advertisements, the exhibitions of flags on 
the street, hawking nolses, the discharge of 
firearms and fireworks within the city 
boundary. 

Vagrancy, the suppression of vice and im- 
morality, the regulation of rates for vehi- 
cles, the regulation of gas, water, and elec- 
tricity, telephonic and telegraphic connec- 
tions, the fire department, watchmen, pri- 
vate police, and the imposition of fines for 
the breaking of ordinances are also matters 
with which they are empowered te deal; but 
it is provided that the officials shall impose 
no fines in excess of $50. 

Right to Spend Income. 

The municipal administration shall include 
the use, care, and preservation of lands, 
goods, and rights which are appurtenant to 
the city and the establishments dependent 
thereon, and the administration, distribu- 


tion, collection, and expenditure of and ac- 


counting for all income and taxes necessary 
to carry on the municipal functions. 

The officials shall have power to grant fran- 
chises and concessions, In such matters as 
are not within their functions the City 
Council and Mayor must, within the limits 
of their power, assist the central govern- 
ment. 

Neither the central nor the provincial gov- 
ernment shall have power to intervene in 
matters placed under the control of the city 
officials. This gives more complete power 
than was ever before given to a municipality 
in the island. | 3

MORE FIGHTING IN AFRICA. 


Boers Attack the British at Several 
Points and Mahon Sustains 
Losses. 


LONDON, July 9.—Late news from south 
Africa reports that the Boers ineffectually 
attacked General Buller’s escort between 
Standerton and Heidelberg on Saturday as 
he was returning from a visit to Lord Rob- 
erts. The Boers attacked Ficksburg gar- 
rison at midnight on Tuesday, but were 
driven off after forty-five minutes’ fighting. 
General Erabant on July 5 occupied Dern- 
berg, between Senakal and Winburg, which 
served as a base for bands assailing convoys. 

Colonel Mahon of General Hutton's mount- 
ed troops on July 6 and 7 engaged 3,000 
Boers east of Broukerspruit and drove them 
off. The British casualties numbered thirty- 
three. 

Commandant Limmer tried to recapture 
Rustenburg on July 5, but was driven back. 

Thirty-four of the Strathconan Horse, 
under Lieutenant Anderson, were attacked 
by 200 Boers east of Standerton on July 6. 
The British soon took possession of a kopje, 
upon which they successfully withstood the 
attacks of the enemy. 

The Times’ Lourengo Marquez correspond- 
ent says, under date of July 7: 

„A general movement of Boer settlers into 
Gazaland, Portuguese territory, seems to be 
in contemplation. Already large herds have 
been driven across the border. The Portu- 
guese welcome the movement.”

China, Pekin, May 19, 1900.—Mr. Minister: 


From day to day the situation becomes more 


serious and threatening. In the prefecture 
of Paoting-Fu more than seventy Christians 
have been massacred; near Echao Icheou 
only three days ago three neophytes have 
been cut in pieces. Many villages have been 


pillaged and burned; a great many others 


have been completely abandoned. 


More than 2,000 Christians are fleeing, 


without bread, without clothing, without 


shelter. At Pekin alone about 400 refugees—

For example, at the th 
village mentioned above, T’Sao Chuang Tsi, 
eight, li from this place, where every evening 
the people from several villages meet to 
practice the 1 Ho C’Huan maneuvers, 
on the 1Zth inst. Mr. Wang T’Ing Hsiang, 
one of the owners of the ground where the 
practicing is done, forbade one of our 
evangelists, who is a native of that place, to 
come where they were practicing, saying to 
him, among other threatening things, that 
they were preparing to destroy the for- 
eigners at Ling Shang and their followers, 
the native Christians. 

„Furthermore, yesterday, May 14, when 
two of our native preachers went to the 
San Ho Yamen with a letter from me to that 
official, they were recognized as Christian 
evangelists and followed by people to the 
Yamen, and repeatedly threatened with 
death. There were many calls for knives to 
kill them with. The official Was absent from 
the city, so they did not see him. They 
actually suffered no physical violence, but 
that was doubtless only because of their own 
patience and forbearance. 

„All about us men were actively stirring up 
feeling against us, saying that we are poison- 
ing the wells, and many villages have al- 
ready purchased native medicines to put 
into the wells to counteract the effect of the 


ing a few ringleaders, it is certain (humanly 

speaking) that it is only a question of a short 
time until there will be a violent uprising in 

all this district. 

“I believe that it is not yet too late to 
suppress it if taken hold of in earnest by 
the Chinese officials, but, in my judgment 
(and I have passed through severai such ex- 
periences in my ten or more years in China), 
there is not a day to spare.

LETTER FROM MRS. CONGER. 


Newton Conger Jr., at Galesburg, III., 
Receives Word from Pekin Sent 
on May 26. 


Galesburg, III., July 8.—[Special.]—Great 
anxiety is felt here over the fate of Ambassa- 
dor E. H. Conger, his family, his niece, Miss 
Pierce, and the Misses Grace and Gertrude 
Wyckoff, all of whom have relatives here. 
Mr. Conger was born here, his father, Lo- 
rentus Conger, having been an early comer 
to Galesburg. He graduated from Lombard 
University, as did also his wife. His uncle, 
Newton Conger, and a nephew, Seth B. 
Conger, reside here. It was he prac- 
ticed law. 

Mrs. Conger and Miss Pierce visited here 
several times during the winter and were 
guests of Newton Conger. The relatives 
here knew of no Americans being with Mr. 
Conger’s family save Miss Pierce and Mrs. 
Morgan 8. Woodward aud daughter Ione. 
The Misses Wyckoff went out from here as 
missionaries. 

Newton Conger Jr., cousin of Ambassador 
Co r, has just received the following let- 
ter from Mrs. Conger, and despite its date it 
has inspired relatives here to believe the 
family is still alive: 

„ Legation of the United States of Amer- 
ica, Pekin, China, May 26.—We had a de- 
lightful voyage back to China. Mr. Conger 
came to our ship near Tien Tsin to meet us. 
We saw the steam launch afar off and knew 
that it was bringing our dear one, because 
the Stars and Stripes were waving over him. 
We waved and wuved and waved our good 
cheer and love to him. We had been widely 
separated and again were a united family, 
well and happy. We had much to be happy 

thankful for and did give thanks. 

J often think of the dear ones at home 
and wish that they could be with us on our 
trips. Of course, you see much about the 
Boxers in the home papers. While there 
seems to be much unrest among this mass 
of people we do not fear of danger coming 
to us. There have been some missionaries 
and native converts molested and badly 
treated not many miles from here. What the 
outcome will be we cannot even guess now. 
but we hope for the best and believe that 
gone of the legations will be molested.

increasing warfare in nation, State and 
city against private nopoly in every 
form.” Not even that ice “ trust,“ in which 
so many prominent New York City Demo- 
crats are interested, is to escape. |

cising “the whole constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce, the 
mails, and all modes of interstate communi- 
cation.” There is no promise, however, 
that if that “ whole constitutional power ” 
is inadequate any effort will be made so to 
amend the constitution as to give Congress 
all the power that may be required, In- 
deed, no such promise could have been made

OUR ATHLETES IN ENGLAND. 

American university athletes won eight 
out, of the thirteen events in the interna- 
tional contests nt London on Saturday. 
Americans have every reason to be proud 
of the achievements of their fellow-country- 
men, especially of the work of Kraenzlein 
of Pennsylvania University in breaking the 
world’s record for hurdle jumping on the 
grass. All the short-distanee races were 
won by Americans, ‘but the day's events 
again revealed the curious fact that the 
men from this side of the Atlantig cannot 
compete with Englishmen on English soil 
in’ the long-distance races, Every one of 
the medals for long distances was taken by 


This lack of endurance on the part of the 
American ‘athletes is a matter well worth 
investigation. It was as noticeable a year 
ago as it was last Saturday, Trainer Mur- 
phy says he is satisfied none of our men can 
run distances in England until he has been 
in the country 4 longtime. He thinks the 
climate is to blame. Most of the Ameri- 
edns were in excellent form, yet none of 
them could finish in the long races. The 
change in climate may have something to 
do with this, and so may the different meth- 
. ods of pacemaking used by the English. 
But it is also a question whether the Amer- 
ican system of training may not be at fault, 
or. whether the high-pressure life in this 
country has not keyed our men to a higher 
nervous tension, making them winners in 
short spurts but losers where muscular en- 
durance is required. „ | 
Whatever the reagon may be, the facts 
are curious and interesting. Our men took 
the weight putting, hammer throw, pole 
vault, quarter-mile tun, high jump, long 
jump, hurdle race, and 100-yard dash. 
Most of the winners hailed from the New 
York Athletic club, the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and Georgetown University, but 
the University of Chicago also made some 
creditable records. Yet when it came to the 
half-mile run, the four-mile run, the four- 
mile walk, and the steeplechase the Amer- 
jeans could not compete, Whatever may 
be the reason for this, it operated with re- 
markable uniformity. As the Americans 
took the majority of the medals, the ques- 
tion of cause and effect here involved evi- 
dently needs to be studied by the English- 
men quite as much as by the Americans.

LOWER OCEAN CABLE RATES. 
There are noa thirteen cable lines across 
the Atlantic in successful operation, yet the 

charge for sending messages remgins what 
it has been for twenty years or more—25 
cents a word for commercial messages and 
10 cents a word for press dispatches. In 
that period the land telegraph rates have 
‘been lowered, as have also the postal rates 
and railway charges for freight and pas- 
sengers. Ocean cable rates alone remain 
as high as they were nearly a quarter ofa 
century ago, in spite of the fact that the 
number of messages is now at least five 
times as great as when the rates were es- 
tablished. ‘There is something wrong here. 

Mr. John Henniker Heaton, the member 
ef the British Parliament who has done 
so much toward improving the postal and 
telegraphic communications between Great 
Britain and its colonies, has written to a 
London paper expressing the belief that a 
éable rate of two cents a word between 
England and the United States is possible 
and necessary. He promises to begin a 
campaign for the construction of govern- 
ment cables with a penny rate. He urges 
that international misunderstandings must 
occasionally spring up between the two 
countries unless the cable rates are re- 
duced to a minimum. The present means 
of communication are a mockery for all 
but the wealthy. He says two cables could 
send 20,000,000 words annually, but the 
‘lines are now kept idle a large part of the 
time, while the public is forced to pay 
$1,000,000 in the shape of high rates. Mr. 
Heaton thinks the British and American 
governments should lay the cables and do 
the work of transmission, charging the 
public $650,000 annually, of which $250,000 
would be profit on the investment. This 
would not be quite so low as a penny rate, 
but it would be only a fraction over one- 
eighth of the present commercial rate. 
Such a reduction would result in an enor- 
mous expansion of the cable business and 
would bring the cables within reach of the 
great masses of people in both nations. 

Americans will fully sympathize with 
Mr. Heaton in his crusade for lower cable 
rates. If it be true, as he intimates, that 

the cable companies have combined to keep 


business at high rates rather than a large 
business at reasonable rates, it is evident 


| that the public agitation thug started will 


have some interesting possibilities for the 
companies. If they are charging eight or 
ten times the possible minimum for cable 
messages, their monopoly will not be per- 
mitted to last forever. Government enter- 
prise may come in and take their business 
away from them. It. would be wise to 
change their 12 and lower their rates 
before any such project takes definite form. 


DEPARTMENT STORES IN BOSTON. 

The Massachusetts Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tisties has lately issued a report giving the 
results of an investigation made to gauge 
the effect of the department store on small 
stores in Boston. The report is inconclu- 
sive so far as the subject proposed is con- 
eerned, but it contains many interesting 
facts. 

The big stores are found to include two 
classes—namely: “ department stores and 
“stores with departments.” The former 
are “stores in which various dissimilar 
articles are sold in distinct departments,“ 
and the latter are stores which “ confine 
themselves to lines which are legitimately 
connected or grow out of each other.” Bos- 
ton has ten of the former, with from nine 
to seventy departments each, and nine of 
the latter, with from two to twenty-one de- 
partments each. Five of the former and 
three of the latter have been organized

since 1890. 
Both elasses tend to overshadow the small 
store. It does not appear that there has 


retail stores in the city in proportion to pop- 
ulation during the last twenty-five years. 
In 1875 there were 2,784 retail stores, or 
one to every 125 persons. In 1895 there 
were 3,499, or one to every 142 persons. 
It does appear, however that out of 395 
heads of departments at present in depart- 
ment stores and stores with departments, 
forty-eight, or about 12½ per cent, were 
formerly. proprietors of stores, while out 
of 4,169 employés in stores of the former 
classes, 50.71 per cent were previously em- 
ployed in retail stores. Lo 

The main defect of the report is the fact 
that it omits to deal directly with the ulti- 
mate question at issue—namely: ‘To what 
extent trade is shifting from the small to 
the large store. This is not shown by the 
statement as to ratio of stores to popula- 
tion at different dates, and that statement 
is in danger of being somewhat misleading. 
The fact that there was one store to every 
125 persons in 1875 and one to every 142 
persons in 1895 can in no sense be taken 
as it might appear at first blush to imply— 
that trade, as a whole, was distributed be- 
tween small and large stores in the same 
proportion in 1895 as in 1875. 

Considerable testimony pro and con is 
given on the subject of department stores 
in general by different persons who were 
questioned; The special charges against 
them are that they put forth false or mis-. 
leading advertisements, resort to unfair 
competition by selling certain articles at 
or below cost, merely as leaders, lower the 
standard of production by constantly de- 
manding greater cheapness from . manu- 
facturers, and displace individual proprie- 
tors. On the other hand, by eliminating 
the jobber and his profit, as well as through 
other advantages gained in buying on a 
large seale, they are able to reduce sale 
prices, they enable purchasers to make 
many purchases, though in different lines; 
under one roof, they provide them with 
waiting-rooms, writing tables, and other 
minor conveniences, they maintain a sys- 
tem of deliveries without largely increasing | 
prices thereby, and they observe labor con- 
ditions, which are in general superior, espe- 
cially in hours, to those of small stores. 

The report makes no recommendation as 
to legislation, though it does throw out a 
hint that misleading advertisements might 
be made the subject of legal regulation. 

An ‘interesting comparison is made in 
the general discussion between “ the depart- 
ment store of the present time and its pro- 
totype, the old-fashioned country store,” 
which contained “most of the depart- 
ments ot the former, though they were 
in one or two rooms, with an outdoor an- 
nex.”

HILL AND CROKER. 

The rough way in which David Bennett 
Hill was handled by Mr. Croker at Kansas 
City will not gain for the former the sym- 
pathy of the Republicans of the State of 
New York. They have no affection for 
Mr. Hill. While honest in money matters, 
politically he is quite as unscrupulous as 
Croker, as the Republicans have found out 
on several occasions te their cost. His 
methods differ somewhat from those of Mr, 


they are quite as objectionable. He is a 
politician without a conscience. 

— It will not be safe to assume that Mr. 
Hill has been flattened out permanently. 
He is a resourceful man. But it is evident 
that the man who is the boss of Tammany 
is going to be in the future, if he chooses, 
the boss of the State of New York in all 
Democratic National conventions, The 
census which has just been taken will give 
Greater New York a larger percentage of 
the Congressmen from that State. The 
time will come when that eity may elect a 
majority of the Congressmen. Every addi- 
tional district given the city will mean two 
more votes in a national convention for the 
head of Tammany, 

Mr. Oroker has more influence in deter- 
mining the policy of the New York delega- 
tion in such a convention than his prede- 
cessor had. Mr. Oroker's successor——for 
he cannot hold office indefinitely—will have 
more influence than Mr. Croker has now. 
The day has been when the country Demoe- 
racy of the State of New York was in con- 
trol, and its representatives and leaders 
were the great. men of the party. Some of 
them were remarkably able men. Little 
by little the power of Tammany and its 
boss has been growing. So much the worse 


New York, for the chances are that the 
man who is at the head of Tammany will 
be a discreditable chief for a great party. 


un COURSES AT YALE. 
The tendency of modern educational 


methods is toward such practical training 


as will bring the student into touch with 
living topics of the day and active connec- 
tion with the political, business, and pro- 
fessional needs of the country. Instances 
of this utilitarian trend in university edu- 
cation are to be found in the endowment of 
new schools or lecture courses at Yale on 
forestry, colonial administration, Asiatic 
politics, journalism, and the responsibilities 
of citizenship. The establishment of these 
courses indicates a radical departure in the 
theory of higher education, and proves that 
the universities are acquiring a broader and 
more comprehensive grasp of the educa- 
tional problem of the age. 

There is an important educational work 
to be done in order to properly prepare 
young men for new fields of service. A spe- 
cial training is desirable for those who 
are to represent the American government 
in the Philippines, the Hawaiian Islands, 
Cuba, and Porto Rica, which the universi- 
ties should aim to afford. Under the Brit- 
ish system of administration in India, suc- 
cessful candidates for the Indian civil 
service in certain if not in all branches are 
placed upon the government pay rolls and 
sent, not to India, but to Oxford or Cam- 
bridge to pursue a special course of study 
for a year or more before proceeding to 
Calcutta or Bombay to assume the duties 
of their government clerkships. But the 
United States has unexpectedly assumed, 
in the late colonial possessions of Spain, not 
only the same delicate task which Great 
Britain bas for many years been grappling 
with in India but also a much greater re- 
sponsibility than rests upon Great Britain. 
For, indeed, the United States will not have 
performed its whole duty toward the peo- 
ple it has freed from the Spanish yoke until 
It has both established peace and security and 
good government in the islands and also 
taught the late subjects of Spain the lessons, 
privileges, and obligations of citizenship and 
self-government. | 

In this view of onr national opportunity and 
responsibility, rses in political science 
arg more than ever desirüble adjuncts to 
the curriculum of the American college, 
‘and the liberal endowment of the new 
lecture courses at Yale may well be emu- 
lated by patriotic and benevolent friends of 
other institutions. 


MISTAKEN “REFORMERS.” 

The Philadelphia “ reformers ” are in an 
unhappy state of mind. A few years ago, 
disgusted by the bad city government under 
which they suffered, they came to the con- 
clusion that it was due to defects in the 
municipal charter, and if those defects were 
remedied honesty and efficiency would 
make the City Hall their permanent home. 
These “reformers” contended, plausibly 
enough, that the vice of the frame of gov- 
ernment then existing was the division of 
power between too many independent agen- 
cies, responsible to nobody in particular, 
and ut if much greater power was con- 
ferred on the Mayor, who had but little, the 
voters would know where to place the re- 
sponsibility if anything went amiss. 

The Pennsylvania Legislature listened 
to these arguments. It gave the Philadel- 
phians a new charter drafted by the leader 
of the Philadelphia bar. It seemed to be 
flawless, for it gave the Mayor almost auto- 
cratic powers. The “reformers” thought 
all their troubles were at an end. They 
have been undeceiyed. They have discov- 
ered that model charters are not self-work- 
ing, and that a perfect law does not neces- 
sitate a perfect municipal administration. 
They find that, like the frogs in the fable, 
they have exchanged King Log for King 
Stork. Instead of a Mayor with no power 
they have a Mayor with a great deal of 
power, and their condition is rather worse 
than before. 

The “reformers say that the municipal 
government is more corrupt at this time 
than ever before. If they are right about 
this the state of affairs must be bad indeed. 
Therefore, the “ reformers” are discussing 
the question of a revision of that charter 
which was to do so much for the city. It 
is not likely that the Legislature will gratify 
them. Thanks to the fact that the election 
machinery is pretty much in the hands of 
the Mayor, the presumption is that the 
Philadelphia members of the Legislature, 
who make tp one-fifth of that body, will 
vote as a unit against revision, and other 
members will defer to their wishes. 

Even if the “ reformers were to be given 
those modifications in the charter they wish 
for, there would be no reform in the ad- 
ministration of municipal affairs. They will 
be corruptly and inefficiently administered 
so long as a working majority of the voters 
of Philadelphia are content to submit to 
that kind of an administration. It is sin- 
gular that with all the experience the Phil-

The government of China is more or less 
of a mystery and is surrounded with end- 
less complications and apparent contradic- 
tions. Nominaily China is an abso-ute 
monarchy, but the Emperor spends his life 
inside the sealed walls of the Forbidden 
City, and not one Chinaman in a hundred 
thousand has ever locked upon the imperia! 
face or ig even certain eof his existence. 
Again. in spite of the absolute character of 
the monarchy, thete is. according to the 
Chinese law, a body called the Tu-ch-a-yuen, 
or Boarc ef Public. Censors, which is inde- 
pendent of the supreme government and, 
theoretical:y at least. higher in authority. 

Theoretically, again, the supreme direc- 
tion of the affairs of the empire is vested in 
the Chun Chi Ch'u, otherwise known as the 
Privy or Grand Council... The practica: ad- 
ministration of the laws is under the charge 
of the Nei-ko, or Cabinet, a body which con- 
sists of four members, two Chinamen and 
two Tartars, with the assistance of two 


whose duty it is to see that nothing is done 
‘by the Cabinet which is not in strict ac- 
cordance with the sacred hooks. Under the 
Cabinet, again, are seven boards of admin- 
istrators, each of which is presided over by 

Chinaman and a Tartar jointly. These 

ards have the work of government divid- 
ed among them as follows: 

1. The Board of Civil Appointments, which 
has charge of all the civil officers in the 
empire. 

2. The Board of Revenues, which has 
charge of all financial matters. 

8. The Board of Rites and Ceremonies, 
which has charge of enforcing the laws and 
customs of the empire. 

4. The Miltary board. 

B. The Board of Public Works. 

6. The Board of Criminal Jurisdiction. 

7. The Admiralty board, which makes its 
headquarters at Tien Tsin. 

Equal in authority with these is the Board 
of Foreign Affairs, or Tsung-li-Yamen, which 
has as members all the members of the Grand 
or Privy Council. * . 


| — 

As for the mysterious Emperor, he spends 
his life in the Forbidden City, into the cen- 
tral portion of which no man may enter. 
There he lives, surrounded by the members 
of hia harem and by the enormous number 
of from 8,000 to 10,000 Slaves. Massive walls 
and the even more formidable barriers of 
Oriental etiquette shut him off entirely from 
the rest of the world. When on rare occa- 
sions he goes out, to worship at one of the 
temples or to visit one of the palaces in the 
vicinity the streets along which he and his 
retinue will pass are cleared and freshly 
paved, while the houses and other buildings 
along the line are barricaded and the fronts

covered with huge mats, so that no vulgar 
eye may look upon the great Lord of the 
Sun as he is carried along in a magnificent 
sedan chair. Only once in a number of years, . 
when the Emperor goes out into the coun- 
try, where it is practically impossible to 
barricade all the roads, does the average 
Chinaman have an opportunity to get even 
a giimpse of his imperial master. 


There is no law of hereditary succession 
to the Chinese throne, it being left to each 
Emperor to appoint his own successor from 
among the younger generation of the im- 
perial family. As the Emperor commonly 
has a number of wives and children the 
practice opens opportunity for an endless 
amount of intrigue and chicanery. The 
manner in which the present Emperor, 
Tsait’ien, came to the throne is an example 
in point. 

In 1861 Tung Chi, then a mere infant, wae 

e Emperor. During his long minority 
the government was in the hands of two 
women, one of them the principal wife and 
Empress of the former Emperor, and who 
bore, according to the Chinese custom, the 
title of the Empress of the Eastern Palace. 
The other was the mother of Tung Chi and 
the second wife of the late Emperor, with the 
honorary title of Empress of the Western 
Palace. It is this woman who still is the real 
head of the Chinese government and who is 
known to the world as the Dowager Empress. 
When the two women seized the reigns of 
government in 1861 they took steps to make 
their hold secure by cutting off the heads of 
all the principal men who opposed them, In 
1878 Tung Chi came of age and married. 
Then the two old Empresses nominally re- 
tired into the background. But Tung Chi 
lived a fast life, and in 1875 he died as the 
result of dissipation, after having issued an 
imperial order putting thé government into 
the hands of the two old women. They de- 
termined to hold the power as long as pos- 
sible. Accordingly they selected a cousin 
of Tung Chi, Tsait'ien, who was only 4 
years old, thus insuring that they would re- 
main as regents for a number of years. In 
order to make the matter more binding the 
baby. was formally adopted as a child of 
one of the dead and gone Emperors. and the 
two women settled down to govern China 
as they pleased. In 1881 the older of the two 
Empresses died, leaving the present Dowager 
to assume supreme authority. 

In 1889 Teait' ten, the present figure- 
head Emperor, came of age, formally took 
charge of the empire, and married his cousin. 
But nevertheless the old Dowager has never 
really relinquished her power. For forty 
years she has been the practical dictator of 
Chinese affairs, though for the first twenty 
years of the period she shared her authority 
with another woman.

The whole Chinese empire is divided into 
eighteen provinces, each ruled by a Gov- 
ernor General, who is responsible directly 
to the Emperor for the entire administra- 
tion, political, judicial,-military, and finan- 
cial. Each Governor General is assisted by 
a council and by a number of minor offi- 
cials, such as the treasurer, the subcom- 
missioner, and the literary chancellor. Bach 
province is divided into departments, ruled 
by prefects, 2 each department into dis- 
tricts, with a district ruler over esch. Hach 
town and village has also its separate gov- 
ernment, with a complete set of officials, so 
that the officeholding class in China is large 
and extremely influential. P 

The gradations of k among Chi 
officials are clearly defined, and each man 
is directly responsible only to his immediate 
superior, Thus the ‘village Governor re- 
ports to the district ruler, and he in turn to 
the Governor of the department. The de- 
partmental Governor reports to the Governor 
General of the province, who may remove 
him at will or even cut off his head. The 
whole administration, therefore, hinges on 
the eighteen provincial Governor Generals, 
or Viceroys, and those positions are in the 
greatest demand. A village official whe 
wishes to keep his place finds it a good plan 
to make large gifts to the district ruler, 
and therefore levies large taxes on the peo- 
pe. The district ruler finds it good poliey 
o hand over most of what he gets in this 
way to the departmental! chief, and the latter 
passes it on to the Governor General of the 
province. To,be appointed Governor Gen- 
eral of a Chinese province is therefore equiy- 
alent to a gift of a large fortune, the amount

RENCHMEN of the 
more thoughtful 
class cannot fail to 
be struck by the fact 
that altheugh the 
ruler of their caun- 
try at the present 
moment is of the 
most humble origin, 
being the son of a 
small farmer, or 
rather well-to-do 
peasant, yet both he 
and his wife are 
being treated by far- 
eign monarchs and 
royalties with a far 
ter degree of consideration and respect 
than Napoleon III. and Empress Eugenie 
at the time of the Paris exposition of 1867. 
On that occasion the tilustriaus foreign yis- 
itors did not make any concealment of the 
fact that their trips to the French capital 
were due far more to a desire to amuse them- 
Ives in a questionable manner than to honor 
he Emperor and Empress of France. They 
with one accord came to Paris without their 
wives, and some of them, such as for instance 
Qzar Alexander II., actually offered his 
homages to Hortense Schneider, who was 
then playfng the Grand Duchesse de Gerol- 
stein at the Variétés Theater before paying 
his respects to Empress Eugénie. Indeed, 
the autocrat of Russia went so far as to tele- 
aph from the frontier retaining a box at 

the theater, and inviting the actress to sup- 
per after the performance, without any re- 
gard for the arrangements which had been 
made by Napoleon and by Eugénie for his 
entertainment on the evening of his arrival. 
All sorts of devices were resorted to by 
Napoleon and by his Ministers abroad in 
order to secure the presence of some foreign 
Empress or Queen at the exhibition. But it 
was without avail. One and all of the mon- 
adrchs who came to Paris in 1867 left their 
wives at home, paid their court to “La 
Schneider " and to other footlight favorites 
of Paris with a publicity and shamelessness 
that was quite as insulting to Empress 
ugénie, and ipso facto to the French, as her 
virtual ostracism hy the other royal ladies 
of Europe. In fact, there is every reason to 
believe that it was this circumstance that 
contributed in no small measure to the 
determination of the French to dispense with 
an imperial court that inspired so little 


respect abroad, a determination which was 


put into execution in 1870. 
| 

The present exhibition has had a number 
of royal visitors, all of whom have treated 
the President and his wife with the most dis- 

nguished marks of regard and respect, 
King Osear of Sweden in particular loudly 
prociaiming the fact that he had become 
warmly attached to the worthy couple at the 
Blysée Palace.

om Paris or to give it the cold shoulder, 
and among those who have already visited

are either perfect strangers or else perhaps 


personally objectionable to the giver of the 


entertainment. The result is that a host and 
hostess who give a ball or concert, and who 
provide for the entertainment of, say 400 
personal friends and. acquaintances, con- 
stantly find the entire affair swamped, their 
arrangements disorganized, and the success 
of the whole affair endangered by the influx 
of several hundred additional guests who 
have not been asked, and who as often as 
not are perfect strangers to the givers of the 
function.

WATER S RECESSION MYSTERY. 


Professor Bigelow Calls Theory That 
Lake’s Bottom Drops Out as Reason- 
able as Any He Knows. 


Professor Bigelow of the Weather bureau, 
discussing the remarkable recession of the 


water at points in Lake Michigan late en 


Saturday, admitted his inability to account 
for it on any solentific theory. 

I am unable to explain satisfactorily the 
fall of the water from any facts which haye 
come within the reach of the department,“ 
he said, “I do not believe it can be ex- 
plained on the waterspout theory. It is pos- 
sible, of course, for there to be a series of 
tremendous spouts which might have a 
decided effect on the lake level at nearby 
points, but they are of exceedingly limited 
area, and I am certain the fall cannot Be 
attributed to this cause. 

A wind of exceedingly high velocity might 
cause the water to pile up on one side of the 
lake and fall correspondingly on the other 
side, but the reports from the Weather bu- 
reau stations along the lake do not contain 
reference to any such Winds, hence this 
theory does not fit. It is possible that some 
seismic disturbance might have caused the 
reported moyement of the water, but no re- 
ports have come in of any such disturbance, 
so this hardly can be accepted as the cause. 

J cannot account for it on any reagon- 
able basis. Some one suggested to me that 
perhaps a section of the lake bottom dropped 
out. It ig about as reasonable an explana- 
tion as any I have to offer.” |

TESTER ONT TRIAL, 


ro ANSWER CHARGE oF KILLING | 


GILBERT GATES, 


‘se 


| Alleged Crime Took Place Thirty Years 
Ago and Prisoner Will Face Judge 
and Jury in New London, Mo., After 
Having Escaped and Been Free a 
‘Quarter of a Century — Supposed 
Murdered Man a Brother of John W. 
Gates. 


Alexander J. Jester will be placed on trial 
in New London, Rolls County, Mo., to- 
day on a murder charge nearly thirty years 
old. Jester is accused of having killed Gil- 
bert Gates, a brother of John W. Gates, 
former chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the American Steel and Wire company. 
Nearly a dozen lawyers will take part in the 
case. Two hundred witnesses will be called. 
A jury ventre of eighty men has been sum- 
moned, W. 8. Forrest of Chicago, who will 
represent John W. Gates in the prosecution, 
left last night for New London. The State 
of Missouri will be represented by T. T. 
Rhodes of Paris, Mo., J. H. Rhodes of Se- 
dalla, C. P. Johnston of St. Louis, and J. 
W. Hays of New London. For Alexander 
J. Jester are Cullen & McIntyre of Mexico, 
Mo. Judge David Eby of Hannibal will 
preside at the trial. 

The prosecution will present a long and 
seemingly unbroken chain of circunistantial 
evidence. The principal points of defense 
are that Gates was seen alive after the date 

the supposed murder, and that there is 
no proof of his death, in spite of the efforts 
of his millionaire brother to find it. The 
trial probably will last eight weeks. 

In its intricacies the story webs a dozen 
States. A. A. Gates was a resident of Tur- 
ner Junction, now West Chicago, in 1870. 
Three sons were of his family. Charles, the 
eldest, had beén killed in the battle of At- 
lanta. Gilbert and John W. were at home, 
the former, 19 years old, being the elder. . 

Charles Hazelhurst, a neighbor, prepared 
to move to Kansas. Gilbert Gates, with his 
father’s best team and wagon, accompanied 
by a faithful collie, and wearing an old- 
fashioned open-face silver watch, went with 
Hazelhurst, taking a load of household 

oods. The Hazelhursts settled at Towanda, 

as. Gilbert Gates was not pleased with 
the country, and in January, 1871, he started 
for home, with the same outfit he took away. 

Alexander J. Jester, then 48 years old, was 
living at Valley Center, near Towanda. 
Jester had a wife and six children, but, leav- 
ing them behind, he started overland for a 
visit to his old home, Dalton, Ind. Near 
Fort Scott Jester overtook the boy Gates, 
and from that point they traveled together in 
a northeasterly direction through Missouri. 


Blood Spots Are Seen. 


About 10 o’clock on the morning of Jan. 
25, 1871, Jester and Gates passed through 
Middle Grove, Monroe County, on the road 
to Paris. At the old Presbyterian Church 
Jester and Gates were seen, still driving 
their own teams into a snow-storm. Half 
way the length of Hulen’s lane somebody 
saw Jester driving his team, with Gates’ 
horses tied to his wagon, and with the body 
of a man lying in the rear wagon, half cov- 
ered with straw. Persons who passed the 
wagons in this lane found a big blood spot 
in the snow at the western end of the road. 
In the Madison road they found another 
spot, just east of the corners, and after 
that drops of blood to the east end of the 
lane and on south in Tyding’s lane, almost to 
Allen Creek. Between Allen Creek and Bee 
Creck, in Tyding’s lane, a Mrs, Clark was 
the last person to see the man lying in the 
Straw of the wagon. In that place Jester 
was miles off the Paris road, in a broken, 
swampy country. Tracks showed that after 
crossing Allen Creek he turned back, and 
the next day he drove through Paris, lead- 
ing the team and accompanied by Gates’ 
collie. He went on through Hannibal, Mo., 
through Springfield, III., Decatur, and In- 
dianapolis, Ind., to Dalton, where he arrived 
on Feb. 7. 

Jester remained one month with relations. 
Then, with his sister, Mrs. Calvin Street, he 
returned to Valley Center, Kas. 


wrote to his father to expect him about 
Feb. 12. When he did not come the father 
went in search of him. He found track of 
the two at Booneville, Mo.; followed Jester 
to Dalton, Ind., and to Valley Center, Kas., 
where he found Jester and swore out a war- 
rant for his arrest, charging him with the 
murder of Gilbert Gates. 


Gates’ Outfit Is Found. 

In Jester’s house the Sheriff found Gates’ 
revolver, rifle, open-faced watch, another 
watch traded for by Gates on the road, 
Gates’ clothing made by his mother, and 
the collie dog. In the stable were the Gates 
horses and harness, and the wagon stood 
in the barn yard. 

Jester was extradited by Missouri authori- 
ties and taken to Paris, Mo., in June, 1871. A 
8 County grand jury indicted him. 

was set, but Jester took a change of 
venue to Audrain County. He was im- 
prisoned at Mexico, where in January, 1872, 
he escaped to northern Texas, where, under 
the name of W. A. Hill, he went to work 
for a ranchman. 

Jester's wife and family were in Kansas. 
In Texas, however, he met and married 
Julia Reynolds, and they had several chil- 
dren. In 1889 Jester went to Oklahoma. He 
was marriéd again and soon afterward was 
divorced. Within three months he was mar- 
ried a fourth time, and again he was di- 
vorced. 

He was éngaged to a fifth woman when, in 
June, 1890, his sister, Mrs. Calvin Street, 
wrote to the Sheriff of Sedgwick County, 
Kas., saying Jester was living in Shawnee, 
Ok., under the alias of W. A. Hill. 

In Texas and in the Territory, it is charged 
that Jester’s record was criminal. His sis- 
ter, it is said, betrayed him because he 
cheated her in a business deal, afterward 
threatening her to enforce silence. 

Jester’s defense was that he bought Gates’ 
outfit as they drove through Hulen's lane, 
yet the collie was one of Gilbert's most at- 
fectionate companions and the watch had 
come from the boy’s grandfather to the 
brother, Charles, and it was in Charles’ 
pocket when he was found dead on-the field 
of Atlanta and returned to the family by 
his Colonel. Jester said he had paid $4 for it. 

As to evidence of murder and the disposal 
of the body, witnesses from Monroe County 
who had gone down to Allen Creek to see 
the ice go out in that spring of 1871, will tes- 
tify that they saw the body of a yo man 
with long black hair gone down with the 
torrent, floating face down,

War Department Issues Statement 
Showing Value of Merchandise and 
Coin Entering Philippine Capital. 


Washington, D. C., July 8.—The division 
of customs and insular affairs, War depart- 
ment, made public today a statement show- 
ing the total imports at the port of Manila, 
P. I., for the calendar year 1899. 

Merchandise to the value of $17,460,412 
was imported during the year, which, with 
$109,965 in gold and $1,141,392 in silver coin, 
brings the total importations for 1899 to 
$18,701,469. Of this amount $1,887,000 worth 
entered free of duty. All imports of mer- 
chandise were brought in foreign vessels 
and entered for immediate consumption. 
The total amount of import dues collected 
was $3,264 7

China, $6,796,769; England, $3,102,728; Spain, 
$2,624,879; United States, $1,350,364; British 
East Indies, $1,219,502.

YEAR’S RAILROAD STATISTICS. 


Annual Report of Interstate Commerce 
Commission Shows Increase in 
Mileage and Trafilic. 


Washington, D. C., July 8.—The statistical 
report of the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion for the year ended June 30, 1899, shows 
that the number of railways in the hands 
of receivers on that date was 71, a net de- 
crease of 23 as compared with June 30, 1898. 
The number of roads placed in the hands of 
receivers during the year was 16, and the 


number removed from their Management 


was 69. 

On June 80, 1899, the total single track 
mileage in the United States was 189, 294, 
an increase for the year of 2.808. This in- 
crease ig greater than for any year since 
1808, The aggregate length of mileage, in- 
cluding tracks of all kinds, was 252,364. 
There were 36,708 locomotives in service at 
the end of the year, or 469 more than for the 
* 1898. The total number 

cars of all classes in the service 
916. an Increase of 40,742. 
e number of persons employed on rail- 

The amount of railway capital outstand! 
Was $11,033,954,898, or capitalization 
$60,556 per mile of line. The amount of capi- 
tal stock paying no dividend was $3,275,509, - 
181, or 59.89 per cent of the total amount out- 
Standing; and the amount of funded debt, 
excluding equipment trust obligations, which 
paid no interest, was $572,410,746, The num- 
ber of passengers carried during the year 
was 523,176,508, an increase for the year of 
22,109,827. 

The number of tons of freight carried was 
950,763,583, an increase of 80,757,276. The 
gross earnings of the roads were $1,313,310,- 
618, an increase over the previous year of 
$66,284,497. The operating expenses are 
shown to have been $856,968,999, an increase 
of $38,905,723.

WAR IN CHINA, 


Sermons of the Rev. W. A. 
Burch and the Rey. J. C. 
Youker on That Topic. 


WOULD DEFEND MISSIONS 
Former Says Heralds of Gospel 
Have Rights the Govern- 
ment Should Protect. 


DISCUSS CAUSES OF STRIFE. 


The warlike occurrences in China and the 
relations thereto of the missionaries afford- 
ed topics for two sermons yesterday by min- 
isters of the Methodist Church, which con- 
ducts extensive missionary work in China. 
The strongest commendation of the heralds 
of the gospel was spoken by the Rev. Will- 
fam A. Burch at South Park Avenue Meth- 
odist Church. His subject was: Are the 
Missionaries Responsible for the War 
China?” At the Euclid Avenue Church 
Oak Park the Rev. J. Clayton Youker spoke 
on Christ vs. China.“ Mr. Burch said in 


part: 

“What should the government do in this 
¢risis? It would seem that there could be 
but one answer to this question—viz.: that 
the missionaries have not produced the war 
and that the government should give every 
protection. China is the oldest nation on 
the earth. It is the-thost superstitious na- 


tion. It stands, As it has stood for 1,000

Boxers in a Sense Patriots. 


The Chinese think all white people born 
of the devil. They point to the color of the 


es as proof. The Boxers-the term means 


*hands strengthened by heaven —think 
they are in the right. In a way the Boxers 
are patriots. It ig but fair to turn about 
and put ourselves in their places. How 
would we feel? 

The rallroads which have been construct- 
ed through that old country have disturbed 
the graves of their ancestors. The worship 


of their ancestry is their religion. 


“The clouds are hanging over Asia, but 
there is some light. China needs regenera- 
tion. We are told that the nation is a con- 
stant menace to the health of the world, on 
account of its uncleanliness. What about 
its effect on the moral welfare of the world? 

“Dismemberment is coming. I would like 
to see the old nation, which has given to the 
world two of the greatest religions of the 
world, by its own strength throw off its 
bondage. 

* What rights have the missionaries? Ev- 
ery right that any citizen has in a foreign 
country, and no more. Read a paragraph 
of the treaty of 1858, made by China with 
the United States—the twenty-ninth arti- 
cle of this treaty—which gave us so many 
rights in China: ‘The principles of the 
Christian religion, as-professed by the Prot- 
estant and Roman Catholic churches, are 
recognized as teaching men to do good, and 
to do to others as they would have others 
do to them. Hereafter those who quietly 
22 and teach these doctrines shall not 

harassed or persecuted on account of their 
faith. Any person, whether a citizen of the 
United States or a Chinese convert, who, ac- 
cording to these tenets, peacefully teaches 
and practices the principles of Christianity 


shall in no case be interfered with or mo- 
lested.“ 


Would Protect Missionaries. 


“ Surely the missionaries have the right to 
protection as well as merchants. or Con- 
suls, or Ministers of the government, if they 
go on their way according to the letter of the 
treaty. The rights of missionaries are the 
rights of any citizen, and the government 
should protect them in those rights, at what- 
ever cost in blood or treasure. 

“The missionaries the cause of the war? 
No. But the selfishness of men has caused 
the war. And yet providence may have pre- 
pared the United States for the grandest 
work of the coming century. Perhaps not 
for the protection and elevation alone of 
ten millions of the East Indies, but for the 
400,000,000 of China, we have a footing in 
the Eastern world. Let the most enlightened 
nation of earth deal gently with blind China. 
Show them that the principles of this Chris- 
tian nation are Christian.’’ . 


Mr. Youker Has Other Views. 


The Rev. J. Clayton Youker, presenting 
“Christ vs. China, said in 


part: 

In misionary has been the pioneer of. 

modern civilization. First the missionary, 
second the trader, and third the flag. In 
China the trader has been closely associated 
with the ruin of men through the curse of 
opium; the soldier, with the rifle and the

“What is the logical position of the mis- 
sionary in the eyes of the masses? It must 
be that of advance agent of degradation and 
ruin. It is asking too much of human nature 
to expect the Chinese to distinguish be- 
tween the banner of the cross and the flags 
of Great Britain, Russia, France, Germany, 
and others. 

„Has not the time 0d for a new order 
rst, the trader; second, the flag; and 
third, the missionary? The common car- 
riers of the nineteenth century should be 
largely allowed to control in the dispensing 
of-the gospel wares of the missionary. The 
railway and the steamship have made trade 
omnipotent in opening new sections of the 
earth to the visitation of the foreigner. 

“In this day the trader will go whether 
the missionary goes or not, and the flag 
will follow the trader; more so tomorrow 
and still more the day after. Let the trader, 
then, be the advance agent of modern civ- 
filization; let the flag follow to protect treaty 
rights; and let the missionary follow 
in the place where he will not appear as 
the advance agent of a fallible earthly gov- 
ernment, but as the representatives of a 
spiritual kingdom, in the establishment of 
which there is righteousness and peace and 
joy; a kingdom which condemns the selfish- 
ness of the trader and the injustice of the 


flag. 

Under the past régime the making of 
Chinese converts has been the making of 
Chinese martyrs. The gifts of the Christian 
church have made the pyre of the converted 
heathen. A repetition of the atrocities of 
the Roman persecutions is not necessary for 
the spread of the gospel today. Ravished 
women, tortured children, and decapitated 
men may stand for a maximum of zeal with 
minimum of sense. Protection should 
follow close upon conversion.“

Fite-Simons and Sanborn Re- 
ply to Criticism of the 
Chicago W. C. T. U. 


DRINKING WILLCONTINUE 


Declare That Even a Protest to 
Governor Tanner Will Be 


_ MANY VISIT THE SOLDIERS. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 
Camp Lincoln, Springfield, III., July 8. 

the announcement of 

Colonel John B. Sanborn of the First Regi- 

ment that he would allow his men to drink 

beer at mess in camp seems to have sur- 
prised the women of the W. C. T. U. in Chi- 

» ago, it conveys no news to the soldier men. 
They have been drinking beer in camp for 

‘the last five years. They have bought it in 

quantities and have had it on tap not 

Only at messes, but between messes. 

It may be news to the W. C. T. U. to 

that not only the First, but the Second and 

Seventh Regiments and the Eighth Bat- 

talion, and the whole First Brigade, has its 

beer bottles full and kegs full. 
One of the chief functions of the daily 
'-Poutine ‘is the arrival on the grounds 
of the beer wagons. So customary 
has become the drinking of beer at night that 
the hour before taps is known in camp 
vernacular as the guzzling hour.“ 

Colonel Sanborn dismisses the criticism of 
the W. C. T. U. women as idiotic.“ 

If Mrs. Helen M. Barker and Mrs. S. M. 
D. Fry carry out their threat of carrying the 
protest of the W. C. T. U. over the head of 
Colonel Sanborn to Brigadier General Charles 
Fitz-Simons, and “to Governor Tanner if 
General Fits-Simons don’t act,” the women 
will have to appeal to the Governor. General 
Fits-Simons is emphatically in favor of beer 
in camp. 


General Fitz-Simons 

“T am in favor of beer, the army canteen, 
and all its adjuncts,” said General Fits- 
Simons. There isn’t an army camp in the 
United States that hasn't beer in it. Wom- 
en who enter such a protest don’t know 

hat they are talking about. The W. C. 
1 ti will make itself ridiculous if it insists 

in its protest. 

“Governor Tanner or anybody else couldn’t 
keep beer away from the soldiers. Any soldier 
under my command can have all the beer he 
wants, at mess time or any other time. If 
the women send me a written protest I will 

_ Write them an official exposé of their po- 
sition.” 

Colonel Sanborn said: 

“If the women bother me with any of 
their idiotic protests I will cut them off in 
short order. We have had beer in our camp 
ever since I took command, and we will 
shave it until I leave. Tha State never pro- 
hibited the use of beer in p.“ 

Even the Rev. H. W. Thomas, the ven- 
erable chaplain of the First, added his ac- 
quiescence to Colonel Sanborn's position. 

“We had beer during our campaign in the 
war,” he said. and I saw no evil effects.” 
Horses Shy at the Music. 

Springfield horses, regimental bands, gat- 
ling, guns, platoons, and infantrymen got 
raixed up in a picturesque tumult at the bri- 
gade review parade at sunrise this morning.
